Meeting Convenes May 26 
At Sacramento To Consider 
Proposed 3-State Pact 


California growers and shippers 
of winter pears will consider a pro- 
posed three-state Federa] market- 
mg agreement and order at a pub- 
lic hearing shreduled for 9:30 a. m. 
on May 26 in the Blue Anchor 
Building at Sacramento. 

The proposed program, which 
would replace a similar plan ter- 
minating June 1, 1939, would apply 
to six varieties of winter pears 
grown in California, Oregon and in 
Washington. These are D'Anjou, 
Bosc. Winter Nelis. Doyenne du Co- 
mice, Easter and Clairgeau. 


Other hearings scheduled in the 
Pacific Northwest are: Medford, 
Oregon. May 29, 11:00 a. m., Jack- 
son county court house; Hood River. 
Oregon, May 31. 9:30 a. m., Pythian 
Hall; Yakima. Washington, June 1, 
9:30 a. m., Chamber of Commerce 
Building. 

Objective of the proposed Federal 
program is to assist the industry in 
improving marketing conditions and 
returns to growers. 

Major provisions include: 1. Reg- 
ulation of shipments by erades and 
sizes; 2. Federal-state inspection of 
all pears shipped in interstate com- 
merce; 3, Establishment of an ad- 
ministrative committee of 12 mem- 
| bers, comprising one grower and one
